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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OP 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  23rd  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough.  This  includes  a  report  on  those  services  in  the  town 
administered  by  Cheshire  County  Council  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  194-6. 

Luring  1970  the  number  of  births  increased  by  22  over  the 
previous  twelve  months  giving  a  birth  rate  of  20. 9 •  This  was, 
however,  more  than  balanced  by  the  deaths  which  increased  also, 
and  324  were  recorded.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  lower  and 
the  neo  natal  death  rate  reduced  to  17  from  31  in  1 9^9 • 

When  I  wrote  this  corresponding  report  in  19^9  I  mentioned 
the  Second  Green  Paper  on  the  National  Health  Services.  Since 
then  a  new  Consultative  Document  has  been  produced  and  a  Y/hite 
Paper  on  Local  Government  Reform  published.  Waiting  for  the 
impending  change  is  not  good  for  morale  or  for  efficient  work 
however  enthusiastic  the  staff  and  the  sooner  the  emerging 
pattern  is  clearly  defined  when  each  member  can  see  whore  his 
future  lies  the  better  it  will  be  for  all  concerned  -  staff  and 
public  alike. 

This  report  marks  the  end  of  one  era,  namely  the  section 
dealing  with  the  County  services  in  the  area.  Divisional  Health 
Committees  have  been  disbanded  and  no  more  reports  on  the  county 
service  in  this  area  will  be  available  in  their  present  form. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  help  and  advice  and  the  members  of  the 
staff  for  their  loyal  support  cheerfully  given.

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OP  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Borough  of  Stalybridge  is  roughly  triangular  in  shape, 
bordered  on  the  south  side  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Dukinfield 
and  on  the  north  west  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne 
and  on  the  north  and  east  by  Mossley  and  Mot tram  respectively. 

The  River  Tame,  which  at  this  point  is  the  boundary  of 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  divides  the  town;  the  northern  half  lies 
in  Lancashire,  whilst  the  southern  half  lies  in  Cheshire.  For 
administrative  purposes  the  Borough  is  considered  to  be  in  Cheshire. 

The  Borough,  surrounded  by  hills  on  all  sides  except  the  west 
is  situate  on  the  7/esterly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Chain,  Ttf  miles 
east  of  Manchester  and,  although  the  main  portion  of  the  town  is 
built  round  the  River  Tame  at  approximately  400  feet  above  sea 
level,  the  ground  on  the  eastern  side  rises  to  a  height  of  1,000 
feet. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Although  this  part  of  the  County  was  originally  developed  as 
a  textile  area  there  has  been  a  changing  pattern  over  the  years. 

It  is  true  textile-3  still  employ  the  greatest  number  of  people, 
but  other  industries  have  crept  into  the  town  and  created  their 
own  problems,  particularly  to  tenants  of  adjoining  properties.

BIRTH  RATE 


There  7/as  an  increase  in  the  "births  in  the  Borough  in  1970  when  401 
were  recorded.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  229  males  and  172  females,  and 
gives  a  corrected  livebirth  rate  of  20.9  per  thousand  population.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  births  increased  from  28  to  36  representing  8.9^  of 
all  births.

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DEATH  RATE 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  Borough  increased  by 
37  to  324*  Of  these  155  were  males  and  1 69  females  giving 
a  crude  death  rate  of  15«2  per  thousand  population. 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  Stalybridge,  that  is  the 
death  rate  adjusted  for  the  particular  variations  in  age 
and  sex  distribution  in  Stalybridge  compared  with  the 
country  as  a  whole,  was  16.I.  Chest  conditions  resulted 
in  84  deaths  of  which  15  were  carcinoma  of  the  lung  (l2  men, 
3  women)  and  18  were  from  bronchitis  and  emphysema.  There 
were  41  deaths  from  pneumonia.  Heart  disease  claimed  87 
victims  of  which  the  greatest  number  was  from  coronary 
thrombosis,  56  patients  died  from  this  condition. 

There  were  three  suicides  in  the  borough  during  1970, 
and  accidents  accounted  for  9  deaths  (6  motor  vehicle  and  3 
by  other  accidents). 

INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE 

There  were  7  infant  deaths  during  the  year  a  reduction 
on  the  1969  figure.  This  represents  a  rate  of  17*0,  27.0  in 
1969o 

STILLBIRTHS 

There  were  3  stillbirths  notified  in  1970  giving  a  rate 
of  7  per  thousand  related  births  (18  in  1969)* 

NEO-NATAL  DEATH  RATE 


The  neo-natal  death  rate,  which  represents  the  number 
of  deaths  of  infants  under  4  weeks  of  age  per  thousand  live- 
births,  was  12  compared  with  13  in  1969* 

PERI- NATAL  DEATH  RATE 


This  rate  is  based  on  the  mortality  in  the  period 
surrounding  the  birth  and  includes  both  neo-natal  deaths 
and  stillbirths.  It  decreased  this  year  to  17  from  31* 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.

356  notifications  were  received  in  1970  and  of  these  324 
were  of  Measles.  I  would  again  comment  on  the  fact  that  in 
this  area  immunization  against  this  disease  has  not  proved  to 
be  popular.  This  is  unfortunate  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  it 
can  be  prevented  and  much  suffering  saved.  Infective  Jaundice 
attacked  12  victims  -  considerably  more  than  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  tuberculosis  notifications  was  again  only 
three  -  a  tribute  to  a  variety  of  factors  -  medical  and  social, 
preventive  and  therapeutic.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

The  Report  for  1970  is  the  25th  I  have  presented  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Cleansing  Department  and  Public  Health  Inspectors' 
section  of  the  Health  Department. 

During  the  quarter  of  a  century  I  have  been  privileged  to  hold 
the  position  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Cleansing  Superin¬ 
tendent,  the  main  achievements  in  improving  public  health  have  been:- 

(a)  the  scheduling  and  clearance  of  over  2,200  unfit  houses. 

(b)  the  inclusion  of  over  5 ,000  houses  in  smoke  control  areas 
and  the  massive  reduction  in  industrial  smoke  with  the 
result  that  the  air  we  breathe  is  so  much  cleaner.  This 
is  substantiated  by  24  hours  per  day  readings  taken  over 
a  considerable  number  of  years. 

(c)  the  improvement  in  Food  Hygiene  including  hygiene  in  the 
Slaughterhouse . 

(a)  the  virtual  elimination  of  Tuberculosis  in  Bovine  animals 
with  the  consequent  fantastic  fall  in  the  amount  of  meat 
which  has  to  be  condemned. 

(e)  the  almost  complete  elimination  of  the  waste  water  closet. 

(f)  the  improvement  in  refuse  collection  services. 

As  conditions  improve  in  certain  directions  and  some  problems  are 
solved,  others  arise  -  one  is  the  increase  in  noise  nuisance  complaints 
-  chiefly  complaints  about  industrial  noise  -  very  often  as  a  result 
of  the  operation  of  new  processes  when  there  has  been  a  change  of  use 
of  a  factory  building.  Another  is  the  difficulty  of  collecting  refuse 
from  estates  built  in  the  development  and  redevelopment  of  the  town  - 
these  difficulties  are  caused  in  both  private  and  local  authority 
building  and  over  the  years  must  contribute  considerably  to  the  high 
cost  of  refuse  collection.  In  the  late  1940's  and  early  1950's  an 
unlimited  amount  of  ash,  transported  free  of  charge  to  our  tips,  was 
available  from  the  local  power  station.  This  enabled  refuse  to  be 
completely  covered  each  day.  In  1957/8  this  supply  ended  with 
consequent  deterioration  in  the  appearance  of  the  tips.  Mechanical 
aids  are  now  used  but  nothing  adequately  replaces  large  quantities 
of  suitable  covering  material. 
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It  is  once  again  pleasing  to  record  the  loyal  and 
conscientious  service  given  by  all  members  of  the  staff 
and  the  help  and  encouragement  given  to  the  department 
by  the  Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee.

BoC.G.  Vaccination 


The  BoC.G.  vaccination  programme  was  pursued,  during  1970. 

I  was  again  disappointed  with  the  percentage  of  consents, 
80.1  compared  with  79*7  in  1969*  especially  as  this  form  of 
vaccination  gives  excellent  protection  against  tuberculosis. 
During  the  year  we  continued  to  use  the  Dermcjet  vaccination 
technique  with  encouraging  results.  This  method  is  both  quicker 
and  more  acceptable  to  the  children  and  may  prove  to  be  the 
method  of  choice  in  the  future.

We  are  finding  a  continuing  demand ,  for  assistance,  from 
handicapped  persons,  -  a  result  of  an  increasing  knowledge  of  what 
the  Committee  can  provide  than  of  increase  in  the  number  of  oases. 
Alteration  tc  property  has  continued  21  cases  have  been  assisted 
in  this  way,  in  the  main  with  alteration  to  baths,  provision  of 
rails,  seats  and  staircase  handrails.  Ramps  are  often  provided 
to  enable  the  disabled  housewife  to  more  easily  cope  in  the  kitchen 
v/ith  simple  chores  -  such  as,  opening  tins,  turning  gas  taps,  the 
cutting  of  bread.  160  visits  havo  been  made  to  handicapped  persons. 

Several  special  functions  have  been  arranged  varying  from 
day  trips  to  the  sea-side,  film  shows,  cookery  demonstrations, 
bring  &  buy  sales  and  an  exhibition  of  handicrafts  in  conjunction 
with  the  Cripples  Help  Society.

2.  In  the  field  of  subnormal ity,  21  patients  were  admitted  into  hostels 
or  private  establishments  for  short  term  care  to  relieve  the  parents 
guardians  of  their  responsibilities  for  a  short  time.  Domicilliary 
supervision  of  subnormal  and  severely  subnormal  patients  in  the  area 
has  been  carried  out  and  half  yearly  reports  submitted  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer. 

3.  The  Grange  Road  Youth  Club  for  the  mentally  subnormal  has  continued 
to  thrive  throughout  the  year  and  all  types  of  social  activities 
have  been  entered  into,  and  it  has  been  of  tremendous  benefit  to 
all  its  members. 
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4.  In  the  field  of  Psychiatry,  the  Greenfield  Psychiatric  Social  Club 
continues  to  flourish  and  arrangements  have  been  made  via  ilshton 
General  Hospital  for  the  'in'  patients  of  the  Psychiatric  Unit 
there,  to  participate  in  this  Club.  Here  again  the  members  derive 
a  great  deal  of  pleasure  and  benefit  from  its  existence. 

Staff  Changes  During  the  year  we  lost  the  services  of 
Mr.  P.J.  Huxley,  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  who  transferred  to  the 
Child  Guidance  Service  early  in  the  year  and  since  which  time, 
he  has  been  accepted  by  Manchester  University  and  is  now  studying 
for  his  Psychiatric  Social  Work  Certificate.  In  his  place, 

Mr.  Michael  Webb,  M.W.O.  from  the  Hazel  Grove  district,  was 
transferred  to  the  Stalybridge  area.
